‘ounti.es 011 the 1924 crop, soybeans 
grown in rows produced 1.3G tons 
of hay per acre, while

1.78 tons. The cost of growing 
per 
ton was $11.69 for rows and $16.39 
'or solid planting. The greater

nount of seed needed for an 
acre 
of solid-planted soybeans increased 
the acre costs somewhat above the
